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FOREWORD 


Water Color painting is not a secondary Art. It has dis¬ 
tinct uses and merits which place it artistically on the level 
with any other method of graphic expression. 

It would seem that a medium capable of such beautiful and 
subtle results while at once able to respond perfectly to effects 
of great depth and power needs no defense, but the opinon pre¬ 
vails with many possessors or lovers of paintings that an oil 
painting by the nature of its more substantial material is 
superior from any point of view to a water color drawing. 

The exhibition of water color paintings held periodically at 
the Brooklyn Museum is not an affair prompted by a desire to 
show water colors and its allied mediums, pastels and black and 
white drawings, merely to follow an established custom; but 
these exhibitions are founded upon a belief that a water color 
painting is a complete work of art as lasting as a painting in oil 
and just as convincing and that this art must be accorded a first 
rank place. 

The fourth exhibition of water colors and drawings which 
the Brooklyn Museum presents to its public is composed for the 
greater part of works by artists not represented in its 1925 show. 
In this exhibition will be found paintings and drawings of a wide 








range of subject, for our search for work high in quality and 
interesting in individual view-point has led us into the highways 
and byways from coast to coast. 

The Museum sincerely appreciates the genuine interest 
shown by the contributing artists in sending us their most rep¬ 
resentative works and to the Babcock Gallery, the Dudensing 
Gallery, the Milch Gallery, the New Gallery, the Kraushaar
